Farming in Alaska. 


Walter E. Clark in the "May Sun- 


set" writes of "Farming in Alaska" 
says an orderly discussion of Alaska 
agriculture with statements of results 
aud prospects requires us to make 
four general 
divisions, gardening, 


stock raising aud dairying, grain pro- 
duction aud fruit raising. Roughly, 
these are stated iu the order of their 
practicability as judged by results ac- 
complished up to this time. There is 
110 longer any doubt about the gener- 
al ^access of truck gardening whether 
iu the extreme southern part of the 
Alaska panhandle or in the upper 
Yukon country, teu degrees or about 
seven hundred miles farther uo:th. 
Eyen iu the Koyukuk regiou north of 
tbe Arctic Circle the hardier vege- 
tables have been grown with success. 
The gardeus cultivated by the soldiers 
at Fort Egbert are even better than 
those at Ketchikau six hundred miles 
farther south. Who shall doubt that 
Alaska will someday be a great stock- 
raising country ? At Keuai and Kod 
iak the Government experimentalists 
have given a fine example of cattle- 
raisiug aud of butter and cheese mak- 
ing—stock of the excellent, hardy (jol- 
loway breed having been introduced 
for the purpose. 1 think I aui right 
in eayiug that barley of all tbe grain 
crops has thus far been most success 
ful iu Alaska. Alaska hag arable soil 
perhaps twice as large iu area as the 
entire country of Norway, mountains 
aud all. Potentially Alaska is incom- 
parably a better tanning country than 
Norway. We may go still farther aud 
say that there are several fertile val- 
leys of large area iu this Territory 
where the winters are less severe than 
Jhey are in North Dakota, or Wyoru- 
Jug or Montana.

Panama Canal Bills.

Boggs represents the Isthmian Canal 
Commission in Washington, handling 
correspondence and details which are 
constantly coming up in the expendi- 
ture of the vast sums allotted to Con- 
gress for the work. The total cost of 
the construction of the canal, includ- 
ing the $.".0.000.000 paid to the French 
Company and the Republic of Panama, 
is now estimated at $375,201,000. This 
also includes the $20.053,000 necessary 
to carry out all the sanitation plans 
while $7,382.000 will cover the cost of 
civil administration. The Panama ap- 
propriation was the only one which 
escaped the pruning knife in the policy 
of retrenchment pursued by the pres- 
ent Congress. 


Quietly, and without strife, in con- 


trast to Xapoleonic methods, the world 
map is being changed by the henifi- 
cent conquest of great natural barrens 
and their utilization for commerce and 
peaceable intercourse. The man-made 
canyon at Culebra is a magnificent ex- 
ample of such conquest Other phases 
of the undertaking, while less spectac- 
ular. have required equal forethought 
and arduous work to carry them to 
completion, for the digging of the ca- 
nal has necessitated the eradication 
of the jungle and the dangers of the 
tropical climate resulting in the crea- 
tion of a resort for tourists that may 
well he called "El Paraiso." On the 
Isthmus the "white man's burden" has 
a bright side, for out of toil and fre- 
quent disappointment has come vic- 
tory over obstacles deemed insur- 
mountable.
